Oklahoma City, Nov. 
14.—Out 
of 
the official returns from fifty-seven 
counties the local option hill got 70 
199 votes, 
and 
there 
were 
cast 
against it 89,470, showing its defeat 
on its own vote of 19,280 votes. These 
figures are right off the reel in the 
office of the state election board, and 
were given out a srofficial Tuesday 
afternoon by Secretary Seth K. Cor­ 
don. 


At the time these figures were be­ 
ing obtained a representative of the 
“wet crowd” walked into the office 
of the state election board and ask­ 
ed for the ‘’latest official informa­ 
tion.’’ He got exactly the same fig­ 
ures as are presented in this ar­ 
ticle. 
While the “wet crowd” representa­ 
tive was in the office of Secretary 
Seth K. Cordon he was asked: “On 
what do you people base the claim 
made from day to day that the local 
option bill was adopted?” 
His reply was: ‘We base our claim 


on returns we have received at head­ 
quarters.” 
The official returns on the rail­ 
road amendment, out of fifty-two 
counties heard from, are: For the 
amendment. 59;367; against 4-1,359. 
The New Jerusalem question re­ 
ceived, out of fifty-seven counties

Out of the fifty-nine counties heard

The total vote cast in the state, 
as far as indicated by returns re­ 
ceived in the office of the state elec­ 
tion board, is about 181,000, with 
twenty counties to be heard from.
